The Ouachita Belle.

A Floating Quarantine. 

State Commissioner Rauch, of Illinois, and 
Mr. Francis have regolved to ask the National 
Government to send two vessels to this port, 
to be stationed in the river, near Quaran- 
tine. These Government boats are to be 
manned by Federal sailors, and the passengers 
who may come from Memphis will be quaran- 
tined there forten days. The sick ones will be 
taken to the Quarantine Hospital and proper 
medical care will be given them.

Scenes at Quarantine. 

The St. Louis Quarantine Station has already 
been over-described, but a view of it as 1t ap- 
peared yesterday morning, with the Coahoma 
tied up at the landing and the whole bank piled 
high with trunks, chests and valises, is some- 
thing of anew experience. About two hun- 
dred people were loitering about, viving orders 
about their baggage and listiessly hunting 
some way to kill the time. 

The tumigating process was carried on inthe 
engine room, trunks were opened by the fumi- 
gator, John Biewen, and the trays arranged 
about the saucers containing the chemicals: 
as soon a3 a eufficient number were fixed free 
cblorine was generated at such a rate 
that in a couple of seconds it was al- 
together impossible to remain in the room. 
The pungent gas penetrating every crevice of 
the building made itself felt outside, so much

Health Commissioner Francis. 

Early this morning Mr. Francis was on hand 
in his office attending to his multifarious da- 
ties.

tion. Of course, no one can tell before- 
hand what will be the extent of any 
epidemic, as noone can tell the conditions 
which determine its coming or its stay. In 
fact nothing whatever is known with cer- 
tainty about the determining conditions of 


any epidemic, but it’ seems to be 
reasonably well established that all 
epidemics are nature’s scavengers 


sent to perform a_ certain work and 
dc fying human efforts to prevent or to ar- 
rest them until they have performed their 
work. As long as there is apy work left 
for them to do, any food for them to feed 
on, any fuel for them to consume, so long 
will they continue on their course, 

Looked at in this light, the cases in Mem- 
phis this year may be considered as really 
a part of last year’s epidemic, milder in 
form and fewer in numbers as indicating 
the close of the visitation. Had the disease 
broken out a month earlier last year or had 


the cold weather been delayed a 
month later, it is probable that the 
epidemic would have run its course 


in a single season, and the country would 
have been spared the terror and loss it is now 
experiencing. But if our estimate ef the 
case is correct, there is really very little 
cause for the terror or excuse for the loss.

This statement, which cannot be 


many fears, by proving as an incontestible 
truth that the chance of dying during an 
epidemic is really no greater than the 
chance of dying in the ordinary course of dis- 
ase.

All dispute and discussion about the next 
Democratic nomination for the Presidency 
seems premature.

He 
finally decided to go on, and I reached home 
an hour later than I would had I taken a dif- 
ferent and more circuitous line. Again this 
morning I, with fifty other passengers, hada 
similar experience. There is no excuse for 
this, as the officers of the company have been 
often notified of the nuisance. They seem to 
forget that what the public pays for is not 
shelter, but carriage.

The **Blue Jeans’? Boom—Another Fool 
Heard from. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

I was pleased with the communication pub- 
lished in your valuable paver a few days since, 
signed ‘*‘Common Sense,’’ in suggesting the 
name of Gov. Williams, familiarly known as 
‘*Blue Jeans,’’ as a possible candidate for 
President. I was forcibly struck with the 
suggestion, for it brought old remuniscenges 
fresh tomy mind.

In the beginnning it was a matter of great 
surprise to the political and personal 
friends of ex-trov.

proval of Gen. Ewing’s No. 11 order, and 
said that it should be rescinded forthwith. 
But Gen. Schofield was more or less 
embarrassed by influences only 


known at the time to himself and a very limit- 
ed number of personal friends, so that his ac- 
tion (as the writer has reason to believe) was 
not as prompt and pointed as it otherwise 
would have been. The influences referred to 
are foreshadowed in the following letter from 
the President: 
EXECUTIVE MANSION, } 

WASHINGTON, May 27, 1863. § 
Gen. J. M. Schofield: 

DEAR SiR—Having remoyed Gen. Curtis 
and assigned you to the command of the De- 
partment ofjMissouri, 1 think it may be of 
some advantage for me to state to you why I 
didit. I did not relieve Gen. Curtis because 
of my full conviction that he had done wrong 
by commission or omission. I did it becanse 
of aconviction in my mind that the Union men 
of Missouri, constituting when united a vast 
majority of the whole people, have entered into 
a pestilent, factional quarrel amongthemselves, 
Gen. Curtis, perhaps not of choice, beingat the 
head of one faction and Gov. Gamble that of 
the other. After months of labor to reconcile 
the difliculty it seemed to grow worse and 
worse, until I felt it my duty to break it up 
somehow; andas I could not remove Gov. 
Gamble [| had to remove Gen. Curtis. Now 
that you are in the position I wish you to un- 
do nothing merely because Gen. Curtis or 
Gov. Gamble did it. but to exercise your own 
judgment and do right for the public interest. 
Let your military measures be strong enough 
to repel the invaders and keep the peace, and 
not so strong as to unnecessarily harass and 
persecute the people. It is a diffi- 
cult role, and SO much greater 
will be the honor if you perform it well. If 
both factions or neither shallabuse you, you 
will probably be about right. Beware of be- 
ing assailed by one and praised by the other.

No question, there were discord, commo- 
tion and frequent raids in the westernéand

signed to the command of this 
department. He showed himself an 


admirable officer, intelligent, far-seeing and 
practical, and, withal, vigorous in execution. 

Order No, 11 itself caused no little commo- 
ion, and was condemned by all of our Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress, Mr. 
Boyd only excepted. 

Military necessity is the only ground on which 
order No. 11 can be justified, and Gov. Brown 
utterly fails toshowit. The fact is the Gov- 
ernor is quite indistinct in stating his grounds 
of defense. 

Gen. Bingham may have kicked over his 
political traces in his assault on Gen. Ewing 
in regard to the order in question. With that 
the public has very little eoncern. 

The point sought to be made by Gen. Bing- 
ham was that Order No. 11 was wrong (he 
said atrocious) and that it was universally 
coudemned, and I think he made his point.

land Bay, the hearty ola Hart, of the 
Gas Company and of bank director- 
ships, now camping out with Bow- 
man, anudinhis piscatorial ardor excelling 


the young Lochinvar who ‘‘swam the trout 
river when ford there wes none.’’ Doc. Mc- 
Doweil, who puts his mouth behind his hand 
to whisper, ‘‘It don’t come up to bass-fishin’ 
in the Gasconade, ’twixt you and me’’—and 
Munson, of Kennel Club tame, and He- 
bara, of accomplishments too muitifarious to 
be particularized, and a host of sportsmen, 
invalids, grass-widows, small children and 
other teatures of St. Louis lite, calculated to 
make the wanderer from that torrid burg feel 
quite at home, tho’ a thousand miles away 
andjflannel-clad in midsummer. Lest I should 
seem to slight the ladies while doing the per- 
sonals, lought to mention as among St. Louis 
people the families of Mr. Hebard and 
Mr. Munson, Dr. G. 8S. Walker’s family, rein- 
forced by the accession of Mrs. Frank Filley 
and her children, Mr. and Mrs. Seaman, Henry 
Isaacs and his mother, Mr, and Mrs. Andrew 
Warren, Mr. Egdar Miller and his daughter— 
and it must be some wondertul attraction that 
lures from his den in the Mercantile Library 
Mr. Jobn Dyer, the amiable and indefatigable, 
whoisup heretryingto get stout enough to 
cast a shadew. 
THE PLACE. 

Naturally the question arises, what brings so 
many St. Louis people to one spot so lar away? 
And the answeristhatthe Wisconsin Central 
brings them—and they are abous all it does 
bring. The last two hundred miles oft that road 
Ought to be handed over to Gen. Marma- 
duke and his fellow Railroad Commissioners 
to experimenton. They migbt not helpit, but 
they could not hurtit. It has one train each 
way nearly every day. In summer theyruna 
train every day (except Sunday) to accommo- 
date the tolks atthe Chequamegon Hotel; but 
lunderstand that in winter they only run 
when a passenger wants to make the journey— 
say three times a week. 
the pine woods begin, but after an all-night 
ride from Chicago anda fiendish breakfast at a 
nameless station, the consciousneas dawns on 
the mind that a pine wood is rather monoto- 
nous where there is too much ofit. After 
three or four hours more one wonders how 
much more pine wood there isto go through. 
At dinnerthe bread tastes of pine sawdust, 
and there is no refuge in pie, forthe pie 
is worse, After dinner vou get more 
pine woods, and the pines continue to cheer 
the way until the evening shadows darken and 
you are landed on the shores of Ashland Bay 
with a vast prospect of pine woods on ths op- 
posing shore five miles distant, the west end oi 
the bay showing a beautiful Jine of pine wooa— 
very useful for tooth-picks—while the entrance 
to the great lakes is barred by some random 
islands which aiso take some pine wood in 
theirs. 

ASHLAND, : 
a would-be Duluth, is a mere nebulous tail to 
the hotelcomet. It consists of a few occasions 
al houses, scattered on both sides of a mile of 
plank sldewalk, two saw-mills, two piers, a 
court-house, @ Dank, drug-store, twelve bar- 


rooms, several cows and seven hundred 
Yankees, Scandinavians, halt-breeds and Pi- 
Utes. I asked Mr. Fifield—the cenial and 


popular landlord—if the whole-breeds did not 
belong to the Chip-away tribe, playfully allud- 
ing to their vocation among the pine logs, and 
he answered with an air of polite acquiescence 
that he shouldn’t wonder if they were. I tried 
the same joke on several others otthe inhabi- 
tantswith equal success. Most ot the inhabi- 
tants not ergagedin the Chip-away business 
seem to be waiting for the town to grow. which 
is about as good athing to wait for as you could 
get, as there is no prospect of their occu- 
pation coming to an end. The only thing 
the visitor is interested in is the 
CHEQUAMEGON HOTEL. 

avery handsome, well-planned summer ho- 
tel, beautifully situated ona terrace which 
rises some sixty feet above the bay. This is 
its second season, andthoughit has been en- 
larged since lastsummier, itis still toojsmall, 
and it wants allthe side shows which go to 
make up life atasummer resort.

Paris, July 9.—The Empress has two more 
great trials before her—the funeral of her gon 
and the interview with Prince Napoleon—and 
then ber active ¢oncern in life will be over 
and she will probably retire from the world. 
There is some talk of sending her for rest and 
change of scence to Hungary, but alll hear 
convinees me that her final stage is a convent. 

“She talks of this persistently, and there is no 


turning her thoughts from it. It would be 
the best thing for her: the spring of 
her mind seems utterly gone, and 


her conduct is marked by the strangest 
inconsistencies. Her normal state is one of 
prostration, varied by occasional outbursts of 
wrathful energuthat some about her mistake 
for signs of recovered strength. ‘The outside 
ublic on the contrary believe erroneously that 
er state is all prostration. When some of 
her son’s old comrades called on her the other 
day to express their condolence she broke 
down inthe delivery of, a little set speech 
which had been prepared for her, with a sob 
that went straight totheirhearts. Itisonlyin 
speaking of Prince Napoleon, the new heir as 
some call bim, that she shows the energy of 
other feelings. She has hated and despised 
this man ever since she knew him, and now 
she sees him ready to step into her son’s 
shoes. The surest way to her favor when she 
reigned at the ‘Tuileries was to say some good 
thing at his expense. If it tuined on his 
cowardice all the better, because that is the 
reproach most fatal in France. She was not 
articular; she would stand things in his 
ispraise that might have brought a 
blush to the cheek of an _ old per- 
son in any other capital and expulsion 
for the author in any other court. I have had 
a mind to give you one of the best of them, 
but I suppose it would not do. He _ recipro- 
cated thix feeling, and almost repaid her in 
her own coin. He spoke freely of her failings 
of temper and judgment toevery one. He was 
interviewed some years ago by a friend of 
mine in London, and he made no scruple 
about representing her as the jealous tyrant of 
the Emperor in his old age. At Chiselhurst, 
it appeared, the Emperor’s favorite amuse- 
ment was to lvok at his insignia of 
orders of foreign knighthood, which re- 
minded him of his past greatness. When 
he offended her she locked the orders up—in 
fact, deprived the baby of his toy. It seems 
incredible, and the only thing about it [ know 
to be true is that Prince Napoleon said it. He 
succeeds to a barren heritage, but all the same 
he succeeds, and it must be gall and worm- 
wood to ber to have to welcome him in his 
new character. This will be the next sharp- 
est trial to the death of ber son.

The First Immigrants From Iceland 
Since the Invasion of the Norsemen.

The arrival of over two hundred Icelanders 
on Wednesday evening was a most welcome 
visitation at this season of the year.

‘Their feet were dréssedin wooden 
clogs. Some of the overcoats had sleeves, and 
some had not. These people carry an énor- 
mous bulk of baggage. One old feilow 
who hobbled around on two canes was 
growling because he couldn’t find his 
seven trunks. Im one respect they resembled 
tourists more than immigrants. The party 
had more money than the returning Californi- 
ans in °49 and 750. The cash carried along 
averaged $4,000 to each family. One man 
seemed rather vain of exhibiting his seven 
bundred pounds sterling in English sover- 
eigns. The women carried their lJucre in 
pockets on the inside of their leggings, while 
the men had their funds secured 
in belts whieh they wore = about 
their waists. They do their cooking on 
the cars, and do theirsieeping on the seats, 
a few of the more tony travelers indulging in 
the luxury of feather beds. The purty filled 
two ordinary eoaches of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway. If these people find 
everything at Minneota as represented, they 
will influence an immigration of seven hun- 
dred families from the same section of Iceland 
next year. ‘They purpose engaging in wieat- 
raising and general agriculture. 

A party of Russians, not Mennonites, how- 
ever, but the straight Slavonic breed, arrived 
in this city on Wednesday night, and left at 2 
o’clock on yesterday morning for the James 
River Valley, in Dakota. ic came from 
Saratov, on the Volga, having been continu- 
ously in vessels and railway cars since April 7, 
the date of their departure for the new world.

Dorsey, and had, by dasily association 
with her during the past two years, 


come to know all her goodness and _ kind- 


ness of heart. He says she was the best and 
noblest of women. Then, after a reference to 
his intimacy with Mr. Ellis, Mr. Davis con- 
cluded by stating that the many conversations 
which he had had with Mr. Ellis’ sister about 
his family had made him know them, though he 
had never seen them, as if he had passed years 
under their roof. He hoped for their welfare 
and happiness. Not one word in the letter 
gave any intimation that he thought the be- 
quest strange. Mr. Davis has no idea of al- 
lowing it to pass from him. That he expects 
that the will will be allowed to pass unques- 
tioned is confirmed, evenif the letter did not 
show it, by his sending to Mr. Ellis a number 
of family portraits. These, he writes, he 
knows the family esteem beyond all price. 
But few persons, intimates of the Ellis fam- 
ily and acquaintances of Mr. Davis, thought 
that he would accept the gift, since he kuew, 
and no one better, of the condition of those 
members of it who now reside in the North, 
and especially 2s he knew that that condition 
had been brought about by their sacritices in 
the Southern eause.

Another Employer Agrees to the De- 
mands of the Strikers. 


All Quiet Around the Railroad 
Freight Houses. 


The striking coopers received additional en- 

couragement this morning. A tew minutes be- 
fore 9 o’clock Mr. Thomas H. Jacobs, proprie- 
tor of the shop corner of Fifteenth and Wash 
streets, entered National Hall and signed 
the contract which calls for an increase 
yoftwocents apiece for the class ot barrels 
turned out by his manutactory. This proceed- 
ing was greeted with loud cheers bv the audi- 
ence, which was continued until Mr. Jacobs 
left the building. 

With the exception of one, the Empire, 
all cooper-shops have been wiiling 
for four days past to invite their striking em- 
ploves.to work at the wages they demand. The 
former institution hada tullsuppy of barrels 
when the strike was inaugurated and conse- 
quently would listento no compromise. This 
stuipbling block and the delay caused by the 
bosses endeavoring to arrive at an understand- 
ing with the millers, whereby thev should as- 
sist in bearing the burdensincidenutal toa suc- 
cessful termination of thestrike, produceda 
dead-lock; The millers generally have signi- 
fiea their willingness to agree to the advancs, 
and when a lew more come to terms the busy 
bum of the cooper shop will again be heard in 
the city. 

At 9o’clockthe meeting at National Hall 
was called to order, Mr. Coffey in the chair. 

A lengthy discussion ensued upona propo.

strike, which was finally carried. 

Mr. P. J. McGuire, a cabinet maker,address- 
ed the meeting at length, and was listened to 
with great attention. He explained the reason 
for the present low wages paid to all mechan 
ics, ulleging that it was prompted 
by capitalists solely tor the purpose of enrich- 
ing themselves and reducing the condition 
laboring men to that of serfs.

Died at Edwardsville, lLil., yesterday, Mr. 
Samuel L. Miller, an old and highly respected 
citizen of Madison county, in which he 
in 1535.

The Different Gaits, &c. 


[By a Practical Horsewoman. } 
Every woman ought to know how toride. It 
is the most healthy of exercises, and in a lite 
of vicissitudes she may some time find it the 
only method of travel—perhaps the only meth- 
od of saving her life. 
The first elentent of enjoying horse exercise 
is good riding. Good riding is an affairof 
skill, a collection of trifles which, it thorough- 
ly mastered, makes the rider feel thoroughly 
sécure. 
Aman ora boy may learn to ride by prac- 
tice; thatis, he may tumble off and on until 
experience not enly gives him confidence, but 
security and even elegance. It is notso witha 
woman. Her seat is artificial; she must be 
taught howto keep it, for though she may 
have a father or brother who has ‘‘good 
bands,’’ and who can show her how to bandle 
reins and humor her horse’s mouth, he cannot 
teach her to sit in her saddle, because he can- 
not sitin it himself. 

The borse which a lady rides should be up to 
her weight, well trained, and docile, fora wo- 
wan on horseback has little to help her but her 
hand and ber whip. Ifthe flap of the saddle 
be large, the pressure of the left leg is almost 
useless, andthe folds of her riding dress very 
often interfere with the discipline of the spur. 
The whip is, therefore, her chief reliance, and 
its managementis of great importance. As it 
is really to supply the place of a man’s right 
leg and spur, it should be stiff and real, how- 
ever light and ornamental. The skin of the 
hippopotamus makes one both light and se- 
vere, There is little diMiculty in using it on the 
right side of the horse,but to use it on the near 
side is a matter ot both skill and caution. Re- 
First, never to strike a horse over 
any pait of the head or neck, 
Second, if necessary to strike him 
on the forehand, quietly lift the whip to an up- 
right position, then letittirmly and suddenly 
descend along the shoulder, and instantly re- 
turnto the upright position. Third,*to strike 
the near hind-quarter properly reauires a firm 
and graceful seat. Passthe right hand gently 
behind the waist, as far as possible. without 
distorting in the least the position of the body, 
und strike by holding the whip between the 
first two fingers andthbumb. Thisaction ought 
to be performed without disturbing in the least 
either the position or action of the bridle hand. 

Asthe riding dress of a gentieman should 
never be groomish, so that of aslady shonid 
never be fast or flashy. The hat should sit 
tightly to the head, for the hands are needed 
for reins and whip, and cannot be continually 
occupied in its adjustment. The plainer it is, 
the more lady-like; but if plumes are used, 
then those of the cock, pheasant, pea- 
ceck or heron are more suitable. The habit, 
it for real use, may be lined a toot deep with 
leather. In English hunting counties light 
vests are sometimes worn in bright weather, 
undin winter, overjackets of seal-skin. It is 
well to remeinber thut itis thechest and back 
which need double protection, both during 
andafter hard riding. Skirts are seriously in 
the way.

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The Finest Diamonds in the World. 
(From Galignani’s Messenger. ] 

Western sovereigns are not the possessors of 
the finest diamonds in the world, for the Rajahs 
of Matan, Borneo, and the Shah of Persia bave 
the largest hitherto known. The one belong- 
ing tothe Emperor of the Monguls weighed 
279 carats (about four grains each), and was 
valued attwelve million franes. Tne famous 
Orloff, the property ot the Russian crown, is 
one of the most remarkable diamonds, on ac- 
count of the well-known circumstances under 
which it was brought to Europe. The large 
stone belonging to the Emperor of Brazil, 
which weighs 1,730 carats, would be 
worth many millions were not its brilliancy 
diminished by certain defects. The Sultan of 
Nizain’s diamond weighs four hundred carats: 
thatof the Emperor of Austria twenty-nine 
xrains, and that of the King ot Portugal twen- 
ty-five and one-half grains, The famous Koh- 
i-noor, or Mountain ot Light, isthe property 
of the Queen of England. The one which 
acorned the tiara of Pius 1X, and was be- 
queatbed by him to his successor, Leo XTIL., 
is one of the finest stones known. It came 
from the treasury ofthe Duke of Burgundy, 
seized at Gransom. It was sold after the bat- 
tle to aJew of Berne for three crowns, then 
successively tor 5,000 and 6,0U0 ducats, and 
afterward purchased for 14,000 by Luigi- 
Storza, trom whom it passed into the hands of 
Pope Julius Il. for 20,000 ducats. Everv one 
Knows that the ‘‘Regent,’’ of the weight of 
one hundred and thirty-six carats, is the fin- 
est of the diamonds belonging to the French 
regalia. Connoisseurs consider it to be worth 
12,000,000 francs.

The coffee made in this country, says the 
New York Times, is much condemned by our 
people, and we are continually hearing ot the 
recipe: Get up inthe morning; go almost any- 
where;callifora cup; drink it; return home, 
and make some totally unlike that. Our coffee 
is not of the best, but it has vastly impreved 
witbin twenty years. In the barge Eastern 
cities the coffee is very good; but muny of us 
are apt to find tault with coffee, as generally 
made, because it is inferior to that of Paris and 
Viera, where it is a specialty. 
France, coffee is not usually 
atable—we except the Austrian 
tal—as all travelers in

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incingly proved. It is by no means in- 
ner,but as an adjunct and when very good fish. 
as may be shown from our market reports,can 
be furnished at from 6 to 18 cents a pound, tne 
average being certainly not over 12 cents 4 
pound, it may readily be seen how much 
money can be saved by its use. Sir Henry 
Thompson thinks that fish could be advantage- 
ously served by a removal of the bones. This 
is, of course, a premium put on lazinesg. & 
Sir Henry is wise enough to see that many per- 
_gons do not eat fish on account of the trouble 
of picking the fish from the bones. There are 
innimerable French dishes where the cook 
bones the fish and prepares fillets. Our bass, 
flounder, beron and blue-fish allow most espe- 
cially the preparation of fillets. 
As. to sauces, Sir Henry repeats what 
has often been said in this column in regard 
to fish sauces. The common ‘‘melted butter’’ 
we have inveighed against. ‘‘The fish itself,’’ 
says the article in the Nineteenth Century, 
‘*‘often furnishes asauce from its own juices 
more appropriate than some of the complicated 
and not very digestible mixtures prepared by 
thecook. Thus ‘‘meited butter,’’ which is 
regarded as essentially an Engish sauce, when 
intended to accompauy fisb, should not be, as 
it almost invariably is, a careless compouund of 
butter, flour and water; but in’place of the 
last-: amed ingredient there should be acon- 
centrated liquor made from the trimmings ot 
the fish itself, with the addition of a few drops 
of lemon juice, and strengthened,it necessary, 
trom other sources, as from shell fish of some 
kind. Thus an every-day sauce of wholesome 
and agreeable qualitv is easily made; it finds 
its highest expression in that admirable dish, 
the sole with sauce au vin blanc of the French, 
or as associated with shell fish in the solea la 
Normande. Some fish furnish their own sauce 
in a stiil simpler manner, of which an illustra- 
tion no lessstrikingis at hdnd in the easiest 
but best mode of cooking a red mullet, viz.: 
baking it and securing the gravy of delicious 
flavor, which issues abundantly from the fish, 
“chiefly from the liver, as its only sauce.’’ 
Both the receipts for the sole sauce au vin 
blanc and thesole a la Normande have before 
this found a place in our column ot 
receipts, and their excellence has beea 
expatiated upon. In giving the means 
of two or three very good dinners in the house- 
hold column, it must have been quite evident 
that, when properly prepared, fish offer the 
fullest opportunities for the skill of the cook, 
ihe introduction of a clear fish soup at one of 
these dinners was as excellent as it was novel. 
This potageala Lady Morgan no doubt Sir 
Heury would have appreciated. Now, with- 
out expecting that in private families the same 
delicacy ot handling would be manifest, there 
is really nothing very difficultin the prepara- 
tion ofsuchafish seup. Practically, as to 
cost, the expense Would not be greater than 
bad asbin-bone or the other meat ingredi- 
ents been used for the making of a bouillon.

. to be spoiled by boiling. In New England, it is 
prone to suffer from an opulence of water, and 
in the West and South. from thickness and bit- 
terness by remaining too long over the fire. 
Strength and clearness are above all desirable, 
and these cannot be had by boiling. Steeping 
br ledching is the best method, 
and = othe easiest way is to put 
woounces of the fresh-roasted and fresh- 
ground beans into a sinall saucepan o1 coffee- 
pot; pour over ita pint of boiling water, and 
allow it to stand, closely covered up, by the 
fire, without boiling, for five minutes. It may 
then be poured off carefully, or strained 
through acloth, returned to the vessel, previ- 
ously rinsed, and warmed again. Soyer recom- 
mends that the vessel should be set on the fire, 
and the ground coffee stirred until quite hot, 
‘but notthe least burned, before the boiling 
water shall be poured in. Patent coffee-pots 
nd percolating appratus rarely seem to be 
to the unenlightened. It may be that 
tofee-makers, like poets, are born such.Tbere 
are innumerable recipes for coffee, and they 
differ as widely asthe tastesot the drinkers. 
Almostany one can muke coffee—which no- 
body cares to drink. 


Food and Feeding. 

Sir Henry Thompson, inthe July number of 
the Nineteent Century, concludes his admir- 
able article on ‘‘Food and Feeding.’’ What

This 
is to be tossed well, but lightly, until every 
portion glistens, scattering, meantime, alittle 
freshly-chopped fresh taragon and chervil, 
witha few atoms of chives over the whole, 
Lastly, but immediately before serving, one 
small tablespoonfu! of mild French vinegar is 
to be sprinkled over all, followed by another 
tossing of the saiad.’’

The recent publication, at Berlin, of Count 
Moltke’s ‘*Wanderbuch’’ leadsthe Athenzwum, 
in reviewing it, to observe that the more the 
actual events of 1870 and 1871 become known 
from vrivate nmemoirs as well as trom official 
documents. someof which are little known be- 
yond the Continent, the more it appears cer- 
tain that Count Moltke and not Bismarck was 
in reality the leading spirit of the time. ‘‘He 
commanded, not on'y in the field, but in the 
cabinet also.’’ Inaletter from Paris, dated in 
December, 1856, the Count describes the Em- 
peror, waiting tor Prince Frederick William at 
the foot of the staircase, inthe Tuileries, in the 
following words: ‘‘I had fancied Louis Napo- 
leon a taller man; he looks verv well on horse- 
back, but less so on foot. There is a certain 
immobility in his features, and I was struck by 
the vacant, or I might say fading, look of his 
eyes. A pleasant and good-humored smile is 
epread over his whole physioguomy, which, 
however, has little Napoleonicinit .* * * He 
does not assume imposing attitudes, and even 
appears shy in conversation. He is an Emper 
or, but nota King.’’ 

The Babylonian civilization and the cunei- 
form system of writing by which the literature 
of Babylonia was preserved, owed its origin, 
says Mr. Sayce,in his book, to a race allied 
neitherin blood norin language to the Assy- 
riansor to the tater Semitic populations of 
Babylonia itself. This race is usually termed 
the Accadian, and was marked by its stunted 
figure and obliqueeyes. A considerable part 
of the literature of Babylonia and Assyria now 
remaining was composed originally in tnis ton- 
gue, outot which it was transiated into the 
new language after the Semitic conquest of 
2,000 B. C.; while the accadian language, 
witb this overthrow of the Accadian power, 
became extinct as a spoken language. Tne 
works composed in it, especially those per- 
taining to ye nt and law, caused it to remain 
as nliterary dialect, just as Latin remained in 
the Middle Ages. For a considerable period 
afterward an acquaintance with Accadian was 
recuired of every person claiming to be edu- 


_eated, and it was used as Latin now 1s for mot- 


toes and ring and sealinscriptions. To assist 
in iearning the ancient language grammars, 
vocabularies and phrase-books were prepared, 
and it is from these works that modern scholars 
bave been able to derive their present knowl- 
edge of the Accadian tongue.

He wields the baton like a vet- 
cran, and is a gentleman of thorongh musical 
ability.

She 
possesses avoice ot remarkable purity and 
renders her arias with a pathos and grace 
of expression that charms all.

Thereis a tameness about her 
gestures which she should endeavor to reme- 
dy. Mr. Louis Nathal, who personates the 
miser Gaspard, has shown that he possesses 
the true artistic instinct. Thereits nothing of 
the amateur about him. He interprets every 
delicate shade of the character, and brings out 
all the strong points. Everything about him 
is finished, and there is a completeness 
about his impersonation thas stamps bim as 
an artist of no mean order. His voice is pow- 
erfuland cultivated, and he renders full jus- 
tice to the musical part of his role. The 
Grenicheux of Mr. E. H. Dexter is deserv- 
ing of great credit. Mr. F. H. Frear makes 
the most of the character of the Bauillie, 
and does full justice to the part. Mr. Rennie, 
who is an old artist, displays his comic powers 
as the Notary to the great amusement of 
the audience.
